lh. Soléiers wearing black ard vlack-bordered blue epaulets were seen in the 
airfielc area. (5) The noise of wark was heard from one of the tivo 
hanzars on the northwest edge of the field, possibly a motor vehicle 25X1 
repair shop. ight trucks with air force soldiers near them were secn 
the field. 
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5, AAA e@xplacesients were not noticed. 


6, Twelve air force soldiers were removing a cable which ran from the field 
in the cGirection of Jycteroog.

The field is not serviceable for occupation by an air unit, ere are 


no indications of an intended reconstruction.
